As the May 4 Democratic Primary 
gets close at hand it is time to look at 
some more of the contested races 
and time to make some decisions on 
which candidates to support. 
One race that may go down to the 
wire is the one for State Senator for 
this district. Both Ray Farabee and 
Charles Finnell seem to have drawn 
good support in their bids for this 
Senate seat being vacated by Jack 
Hightower. 
Finnell seemed to have been 
caught with a little egg on his face 
following the disclosure of his ex­ 
pense fund, but he denies any wrong 
doing in regard to the phone calls 
charged to the state. 
While either candidate would 
probably do us a good job in Austin 
we tend to lean a little more in the 
direction of Farabee. Ifs not one of 
those cases where there is only one 
man for the job, but after visiting 
with both men we just feel that 
probably Farabee is the better 
choice of the two. 
Farabee seems just a little bit 
more mature of the two and for this 
reason and a few others, he will get 
our support. 


At least in our own minds the race 
for the District 61 House seat is a 
little bit more cut and dried. In the 
first place I can still remember the 
hard time Rep. Elmer Martin gave 
us on our bid for our hospital 
district. If it had been up to him we 
would have never gotten a bill out of 
the Legislature. 
We have not talked to anyone who 
went to Austin last year in support of 
the hospital districts who didn’t 
come back thinking that we were 
poorly represented in Austin. Like 
most of them I was amazed at how 
little support he offered the vast 
majority of voters in this county. 
Since he seemed to have favored 
the people in the southern part of the 
county during that issue I for one am 
willing for those people to keep 
supporting him and for us to find us 
someone else to support. He wasn’t 
interested in us then and I don t 
believe we should be interested in 
him now. 
This leaves us two choices in this 
race and both Mike Young Jr. and 
Alton Staggs would probably make 
good representatives but here again 
a choice must be made and we feel 
that Young is the better of the two 
choices. 
Both candidates are from Abilene 
but Young grew up in Fisher County 
and his family has engaged in farm­ 
ing and ranching activities for 
many years. Because of this Young 
would seem to be the better of the 
two choices because he does have a 
better understanding of the needs 
and problems of the rural areas of 
this district. 
But to us his big strong point is his 
interest in education. This will 
continue to be one of the number one 
problems facing our Legislature for 
years to come. Young’s experience

Fees, Sets Speed Limit

The Hamlin City Council 
passed two ordinances here 
Monday evening to raise 
Fishing Permit fees at the 
South Lake and to control 
traffic in the City Park. 
The 
councilmen 
also 
accepted the low bid of J. H. 
Strain and Son of $20,160.00 
for seal coating 35 blocks of 
city paving and discussed 
insurance on 
the 
city ’s 
property and the budget for 
the coming year. 
It was also brought out 
during the m eeting that 
rumors were going around 
town 
that 
the 
city 
is 
restricting the use of water, 
but it was stressed that this 
was completely untrue. The 
city has been informed that 
Lake Stamford, the city’s 
source of water, has an eight- 
year supply at the present 
time. 
The council increased the 
Fishing Permits from $5.00 to 
$6 OO a year and will now 


require a $6.00 per year 
permit for boats. It was 
pointed out that this was the 
same fees being charged by 
the Anson Lake. The city will 
continue the 50 cents per day 
fee for fishing and will offer a 
50 cents per day fee for boats. 
The new fees go into effect 
May I when the old permits 
expire. 
The city has discontinued 
the separate fee for the West 
Lake and now the fees will be 
good at both lakes In the past 
there has been a $7.50 fee for 
both lakes 
Tlie councilmen set a 15 
miles per hour speed limit in 
the city park and will restrict 
all motor powered vehicles to 
the marked roadways or 
parking areas The city will 
install markers to indicate 
the roadways and parking 
areas. 
It was pointed out during 
the meeting that the city is 
having 
rouble with motor­ 


cycles and cars being driven 
thoughout the park, creating 
a hazard and destroying trees 
and equipment in the park. 
J. H. Strain and Son’s bid 
on seal coating was based on 
55 cents per square foot while 
the other bidder, Abilene 
Paving Company bid 56 cents 
per square foot. The firm has 
until Sept. I to complete the 
job. 
The council 
has 
been 
working with local insurance 
agencies on the city’s in­ 
surance program and tabled 
any action on the matter here 
Monday until they receive 
more inform ation on the 
rates. 
The council also appointed 
a Board of Equalization for 
the city.

in Texas abd Mexico when it 
first appeared in 1971. 
A combined vaccine is 
available for the Eastern and 
Western strains of the disease 
and annual booster shots 
should be given after the 
initail 
vaccination.

separate vaccine must be 
administered 
to 
protect 
animals for VEE. The vac­ 
cine provides protection for 
about 
18 months. 
Colts 
vaccinated last year while 
under six months of age 
should 
be 
revaccinated, 
points out Clayton. 
Vaccines are available 
through veterinarians and 
should be administered only 
by them, notes Clayton. 
The Texas Animal Health 
Commission requires that all 
horses moving to shows or 
out-of-state be vaccinated for 
VEE. 
Symptoms of the three 
diseases include depression, 
lack 
of 
appetite 
and 
drowsiness. Animals may 
frequently grind their teeth 
and 
and 
stagger 
when 
moving. They may also lunge 
uncontrollably and assume a 
“sawhorse” stance. 
Although there have been 
no horse deaths from VEE in 
the past two years in the U.S., 
a number of animals were 
lost last year to the Eastern 
and Western strains of the 
disease in some 25 states. 
So, plan to vaccinate your 
horses as soon as possible to 
give the protection they need, 
advises Clayton.

Burleson Began Political Career 
In Native Jones County In 1930 


It is fitting that an ap­ 
preciation of the nationally 
recognized 
services of a 
native son of Anson are to 
be noted in a district - wide 
tribute to Omar Burleson in 
the setting which kindled the 
fires of his ambition at a very 
early age. In a rare example 
of a “ flowers for the living” 
salute, his likeness in bronze 
is to be unveiled at the north 
entrance of the Jones County 
Courthouse. It was inside this 
imposing 
structure, 
which 
held a peculiar 
fascination 
for 
the farm 
boy from a 
humble home on Red Mud 
Creek, later learned his first 
lessons in law and 
govern­ 


ment. Lessons which he utili­ 
zed in carving out an out­ 
standing career as a United 
States Congressman. 
It was in his native county 
that he was elected to his 
first public office, that of 
county 
attorney 
where he 
served six years. The next 
step was to county judge where 
he presided over county and 
com m issioners 
court 
two 
term s before making his first 
and only unsuccessful bid for 
a public office. He lost a race 
for the state senate to John 
Lee Smith of Throckmorton 
in 1940. 
Six 
years 
later he 
was 
elected as a member of Con­ 


gress from 
this, the 17th 
District. He' took his seat in 
the House of Representatives 
the first time in 1947 and has 
survived a half dozen re- 
election races. Meanwhile the 
district has grown in area and 
population 
to 
include 
33 
counties with a total popula­ 
tion of 466,432 (1970 census). 
Omar Burleson was 
born 
March 19, 1906, one of four 
sons of the late Mr. and Mrs. 
J. M. Burleson, and grew up 
under adverse circum stances 
on the family farm six miles 
northeast of Anson. His early 
life was made more difficult 
because 
his 
father was a

Congressman Omar Burle­ 
son, which is to be unveiled 
on the Jones County court 
house square Saturday Ap­ 
ril 20, is the artistic creation 
of a West Texas sculptress 
with a down to earth back­ 
ground similar to that of the 
man to be honored in special 
celebration. She is Mrs. Joe 
(Juan Dell) Wade of Buffalo 
Springs Lake, Lubbock, Tex­ 
as, who is rapidly becoming 
famous for her sculpturing of 
historically oriented person­ 
alities. 


As a little girl on a Hock­ 
ley County farm in the 1930*s, 
Juan Dell grew up like most 
farm children. She has fond 
memories of those times, her 
homemade toys, the swims 
she took in one of the hun­ 
dreds of galvanized 
stock 
tanks 
that dot the South 
Plains of that part of Texas. 
She liked to climb to the top 
of the windmill that pumped

the way up on the cedar fence 
posts 
that 
enclosed 
the 
pastureland. There she spent 
countless hours building sand 
castles and drawing pictures 
in the West Texas blow sand. 
She now looks back on those 
early artistic endeavors as 
' basic to her present interest 
and skill in the arts of paint­ 
ing 
and 
wax and bronze 
. sculpturing. 
Mrs. Wade's interest in art 
first led her into painting. 
In that field she gained con- 
• siderable training in oil paint­ 
ing. Then in 1968while spend­ 
ing the summer in Taos she 
lived in an apartment adjacent 
to a bronze foundry. With 
typical curiosity, she became 
interested in the foundry's 
•operation 
and 
in bronze 
sculpture, and by the end of 
the summer she had com­ 
pleted 
her first work in 
bronze, Shamon - "Medicine 
Man.'' 


This experience opened a 
whole new life for the "sand 
dune artist,” who had been 
working with oil paints and 
wax. Bronze proved the ideal 
vehicle 
for portraying the 
strong, picturesque and fa­ 
mous characters of the past 
that had long intrigued her. 
Among the institutions cur­ 


rently displaying her work are 
the Indian museum in Santa 
Fe, the Buffalo Bill Museum 
in Cody, Wyoming and the Pan­ 
handle-Plains 
Museum 
in 
Canyon. 
In 1969 the Wade family 
moved to Lubbock where Juan 
Dell has been busy fashion­ 
ing bronze busts, notable per­ 
sons, both past and present. 
Her busts of famous Indian 
leaders include Sitting Bull, 
Geronimo, Quanah 
Parker 
and Chief Joseph of the Nex 
Perce. Her characterizations 
are carefully researched both 
for detail and for historical 
accuracy. 


Her most recent creation 
in this field is a portrayal of 
.Texas Ranger Captain, Jack 
Hays, which was the official 
commemorative piece for the 
Texas Ranger sesquicenten­ 
nial in 1973. 
Prior to doing the bust of 
Congressman Burleson, Mrs. 
Wade completed a bronze bust 
of 
Congressman 
George 
Mahon which is being exhibited 
in the museum at Texas Tech 
University. She has also been 
commissioned to do a bronze 
of Congressman W. R. (Bob) 
Poage of Waco, and has be­ 
gun preliminary research for 
the Poage bust. 


THE BRONZE BUST of Congressman ftirleson, which is to 
be placed in the front of the north entrance to the Jones 
, County Courthouse, is the work of Juan Den, Lubbock 
sculptor, who was commissioned by the "Friends of Omar 
Burleson” to do the statue. She has become well known for 
her artistic ability to fashion likenesses in bronze of past 
and present notables.

gence, and later did sea duty 
aboard a minesweeper in the 
Pacific until the end of World 
War II. 
Then, as he had hoped and 
expected, there was a vacancy 
for the 17th D istrict congres­ 
sional seat and he entered 
the race with seven other 
candidates. 
In the first prim ary of that 
1946 election, he led a fellow 
Jones Countian, Ted Miles of 
Stamford, by only 200 votes 
to go into the run-off with 
Bill Blanton of Albany, son of 
form er 
congressman 
from 
this district, Tom Blanton. 
Blanton led in the rough 
first 
prim ary 
with 
10,167 
votes to Burleson’s 8,621, but 
in the runoff Omar won by a 
decisive 28,854 to 22,154 for 
Blanton. 
Taking his seat in the U.S. 
House of Representatives for 
the first time in January 1947, 
at the age of 40, the form er 
ambitious 
farm 
boy 
from 
Jones County, now a freshm an 
congressman, drew an assign­ 
ment 
to 
the 
House 
Ad­ 
ministration Committee. He 
received a second committee 
assignment 
seat 
on 
the 
Foreign Affairs Committee in 
1949 and became chairman of 
the 
House 
Administration 
Committee in 1955. Both 
of 
those committee assignments 
were given 
up 
when he 
finally won the Way and Means 
Committee post in July 1968. 
He made a bid for the power­ 
ful 
Ways and 
Means Com­ 
mittee seat in 1966, but scored 
a near m iss when it came 
to a vote in the Democratic 
caucus 
January 17, 1967, 
losing to Congressman Jacob 
Gilbert from New York. In 
the next go-round, July 30, 
1968, he won the coveted as­ 
signment. When he went to 
the Ways and Means Com- 
. mittee he had to resign all 
of his other commitee con­ 
nections. 
Aside from his post on the 
Ways and Means Committee, 
Burleson exercises a power­ 
ful influence in the House 
through 
a 
coalition 
group 
known as 
the Boll Weevil 
Club made up of conserva­ 
tive Democratic and Repub­ 
lican congressman. 
Burleson says that Time 
Magazine gave the coalition 
its name because most of 
the 
Democrats were south­ 
erners. His connection and 
activity with this group, along 
with his political philosophy 
is related in the following 
exerpts from an 
interview 
with Abilene Reporter-News 
editor, 
Ed Wiscamper. The 
interview was printed in that 
newspaper June 8, 1968: 
This coalition crosses party 
lines to support or oppose 
legislation, usually on 
the 
basis of fiscal policy. 


Burleson acknowledges that 
he still heads this coalition. 
He prefers to call himself 
“ coordinator of efforts.” 


He says there is no formal 
organization. Rather, it is a 
loosely knit group. 


“ When 
the more liberal 
philosophy 
came 
into pro­ 
minence,” he says, “ then and 
now, a group of Democrats 
holding to the conservative 
philosophy — I call it “ gravi­ 
tating together” - met 
to 
discuss 
legislation, whether 
to 
support or oppose it de­ 
pending on the nature of the 
bill, and to plan strategy and 
tactics.” 


When he went on the Ways 
and 
Means 
Committee, he 
called the group together and 
tried to resign as its head. 
He no longer had a committee 
room 
in which they could 
meet, he explained, since he 
had to give up chairmanship 
of Administration. But 
the 
Boll Weevils would not turn 
him loose. 
Burleson said the Demo­ 
crats and Republicans did not 
meet together. Rather, 
the 
Democrats met, decided their 
course, then Burleson went to 
the Republican leadership to 
see how many votes could be 
counted on from that camp. 
Burleson thinks this coali­ 


tion “ works for good govern­ 
ment.” He says on some con­ 
servative 
issues, 
he /a n 
muster as many as 90 Demo­ 
cratic votes, but usually the 
average is from 52 to 60. 
In 
the 
Republican 
ranks, 
usually 163 conservatives can 
be counted out of the party 
total of 187. 
It takes 219 to win control 
in the House, with its 435 
members. 
“ lf we m uster our strength, 
we can control it,” Burleson 
declared. 
Burleson has accumulated 
numerous 
honors 
in 
his 
career, before and since going 
to Congress. 
But the one in which he takes 
most pride is that with which 
he closed the interview - the 
honorary doctor of law degree 
awarded at the Hardin-Sim- 
mons University spring com­ 
mencement in 1967. 
“ I am very proud of that,” 
he said. 
He has also been especially 
appreciative of the fact that 
he and Ruth were called back 
to their hometown in 1960 to 
receive the outstanding man 
and woman of the year plaques 
at a Chamber of Commerce 
banquet.

tubercular and because of his 
illness 
lived in sem i-isola­ 
tion, leaving much of the work 
and responsibilities on Mrs. 
Burleson and the sons, Mar­ 
cus, Elmer, Weldon and Omar. 
After

brother died in 1918, opera­ 
tion of the 
farm became an 
even greater 
problem, es­ 
pecially after Marcus started 
a grocery store in Stamford 
and Elmer entered the army. 
Omar’s first schooling was 
at Newlight, one of the some 
30 small schools of Jones 
County that were later closed 
by consolidations. It was a 
one - room, one - teacher 
school, 
taught 
by 
Lucille 
Miller, who later became his 
sister-in-law , Mrs. Marcus 
Burleson. 
After completing the sixth 
grade at Newlight, Omar en­ 
tered the Anson schools where 
he completed his high school 
education and met his future 
wife, Ruth DeWeese. He grad­ 
uated from Anson High School 
in 1924 before setting out to 
gain the necessary training 
to realize his ambition to 
become a lawyer. He attend­ 
ed Abilene Christian College 
one year, 1924-25 and Har- 
din-Simmons 
University two 
years, 1926-28. He changed 
to H-SU to play in the Cow­ 
boy Band which helped him 
get through college. 
After 
graduation 
from 
H-SU, the future Congress­ 
man went to Cumberland Un­ 
iversity Law School in Leban­ 
on, Tenn., “ because it was 
cheaper,” where he got his 
law degree in 1929. 


Returning to Texas with a 
law degree in hand, he hung 
out his shingle in Gorman. 
He and Ruth DeWeese m ar­ 
ried April 21, 1929 and af­ 
ter the Gorman law office 
proved 
unprofitable, 
they 
moved to Anson. Back in his 
home town, he entered the 
race for county attorney in 
1930 and was elected. 
He 
held the judgship from 1935 
through 1940. 
His first backset in his 
political career came during 
the last year as county judge 
of Jones County when he was 
defeated in a race for a seat 
in the State Senate, but that 
defeat led to a decision that 
carried him to the nation’s 
capital where he gained his 
first on the spot insight in the 
goings on outside his home 
county and state. He resigned 
the county judgship after the 
November, 1940, election, a 
few weeks before the term 
expired and went to Washing­ 
ton as an F BI agent. 
He spent a year and a half 
in the service of the FBI 
before deciding that it was no 
job for a homebody and re­ 
signed 
to become secretary 
to Congressman Sam Ray­ 
burn of Stephenville, then the 
17th District representative. 
That job in part of 1941 and 
1942 led to his decision to 
seek the congressional seat 
for himself when the time 
was right.

Far Flung 17th District 


Spread From 12 Counties 


The 
bulging 
17th Con­ 
gressional District has grown 
since 1946 from the original 
12 counties 
in West Central 
Texas 
to a 6-county wide 
expanse extending from the 
lower South Plains through 
Cooke County in North Tex­ 
as. 
When Omar Burleson took 
his seat in Congress in Jan­ 
uary, 1947, the district com­ 
posed of Fisher, Nolan, Jones, 
Taylor, Shackelford, Calla­ 
han, Stephens, Eastland, Palo 
Pinto, Erath and 
Comanche 
counties, 
had 
a population 
slightly 
under 
the 244,640 
shown in the official census 
of 1950. Currently, following 
changes in 1955, 1965, 1967 
and 1972, the district con­ 
sists of 33 counties which 
showed a total population of 
466,432 in the 1970 census. 
The sprawling district now 
contains 30,000 square miles 
representing 11.5 per cent of 
the total area of Texas. 
The first increase, in 1955, 
added 
Scurry 
and 
Parker 
counties to the original 12 
counties. 
Ten years later, 
1965, the district lost Scurry 
and Parker but took on 12 


other 
counties. They were 
Haskell, 
Throckmorton, Ho­ 
ward, 
Mitchell, 
Glasscock, 
Sterling, Coke, San Saba, Run­ 
nels, Coleman, Brown 
and 
Mills. 
, 
In 1967 Burnet, Llano, Ma­ 
son and Menard became part 
of the 17th D istrict. More 
changes in 1972 gave the dis­ 
trict the present boundaries 
after 15 counties and part of 
four other counties were cut 
out of the district and IO 
counties and portions of two 
counties were added. 
Counties lost early in 1972 
included 
Hamilton, 
Mills, 
Lampasas, 
Burnet, Llano, 
Mason, Menard, Concho, Run­ 
nels, 
Coke, 
Sterling 
and 
Glasscock. Added at the same 
time were Scurry, Borden, 
Garza, Kent, Stonewall, Cros­ 
by, Floyd, Young, Jack, Wise, 
Montague and Cook. Then in 
June of 1972, San Saba, Mc­ 
Cullough and Brown counties 
and portions of Coleman, Co­ 
manche, Erath and Cooke were 
cut out and part of Parker and 
all of Dawson County were 
added. The accompanying map 
shows the D istrict in its pre­ 
sent size and shape. 


A MAN MUST STAND TALL to survey and respond wisely 
to the needs, wishes and demands of a population of nearly 
500,000 in a 30,000 square mile area of a rapidly developing 
section of the State of Texas. That is the challenge that 
daily confronts Omar Burleson, who has successively been 
chosen for the past 27 years to serve as the United States 
Congressman from the sprawling 17th D istrict, which now 
includes thirty-three counties.

As the May 4 Democratic Primary 
gets close at hand it is time to look at 
some more of the contested races 
and time to make some decisions on 
which candidates to support. 
One race that may go down to the 
wire is the one for State Senator for 
this district. Both Ray Farabee and 
Charles Finnell seem to have drawn 
good support in their bids for this 
Senate seat being vacated by Jack 
Hightower. 
Finnell seemed to have been 
caught with a little egg on his face 
following the disclosure of his ex­ 
pense fund, but he denies any wrong 
doing in regard to the phone calls 
charged to the state. 
While either candidate would 
probably do us a good job in Austin 
we tend to lean a little more in the 
direction of Farabee. Ifs not one of 
those cases where there is only one 
man for the job, but after visiting 
with both men we just feel that 
probably Farabee is the better 
choice of the two. 
Farabee seems just a little bit 
more mature of the two and for this 
reason and a few others, he will get 
our support. 


At least in our own minds the race 
for the District 61 House seat is a 
little bit more cut and dried. In the 
first place I can still remember the 
hard time Rep. Elmer Martin gave 
us on our bid for our hospital 
district. If it had been up to him we 
would have never gotten a bill out of 
the Legislature. 
We have not talked to anyone who 
went to Austin last year in support of 
the hospital districts who didn’t 
come back thinking that we were 
poorly represented in Austin. Like 
most of them I was amazed at how 
little support he offered the vast 
majority of voters in this county. 
Since he seemed to have favored 
the people in the southern part of the 
county during that issue I for one am 
willing for those people to keep 
supporting him and for us to find us 
someone else to support. He wasn’t 
interested in us then and I don t 
believe we should be interested in 
him now. 
This leaves us two choices in this 
race and both Mike Young Jr. and 
Alton Staggs would probably make 
good representatives but here again 
a choice must be made and we feel 
that Young is the better of the two 
choices. 
Both candidates are from Abilene 
but Young grew up in Fisher County 
and his family has engaged in farm­ 
ing and ranching activities for 
many years. Because of this Young 
would seem to be the better of the 
two choices because he does have a 
better understanding of the needs 
and problems of the rural areas of 
this district. 
But to us his big strong point is his 
interest in education. 
This will 
continue to be one of the number one 
problems facing our Legislature for 
years to come. Young’s experience

require a $6.00 per year 
permit for boats. It

50 cents per day fee for boats 
The new fees go into effect 
May I when the old permits 
expire. 
The city has discontinued 
the separate fee for the West 
Lake and now the fees will be 
good at both lakes In the past 
there has been a $7.50 fee for 
brith lakes 
The councilmen set a 15 
miles per hour speed limit in 
the city park and will restrict 
all motor powered vehicles to 
the marked roadways or 
parking areas The city will 
install markers to indicate 
the roadways and parking 
areas.

rouble with motor­ 


cycles and cars being driven 
though out the park, creating 
a hazard and destroying trees 
and equipment in the park.

The Texas Animal Health 
Commission requires that all 
horses moving to shows or 
out-of-state be vaccinated for 
VEE.

ment. Lessons which he utili­ 
zed in carving out an out­ 
standing career as a United 
States Congressman. 
It was in his native county 
that he was elected to his 
first public office, that of 
county 
attorney 
where he 
served six years. The next 
step was to county judge where 
he presided over county and 
commissioners 
court 
two 
terms before making his first 
and only unsuccessful bid for 
a public office. He lost a race 
for the state senate to John 
Lee Smith of Throckmorton 
in 1940. 
Six 
years 
later he was 
elected as a member of Con­ 


gress from 
this, the 17th 
District. He' took his seat in 
[he House of Representatives 
the first time in 1947 and has 
survived a half dozen re­ 
election races. Meanwhile the 
district has grown in area and 
population 
to 
include 
33 
counties with a total popula­ 
tion of 466,432 (1970 census). 
Omar Burleson was 
born 
March 19, 1906, one of four 
sons of the late Mr. and Mrs. 
J. M. Burleson, and grew up 
under adverse circumstances 
on the family farm six miles 
northeast of Anson. His early 
life was made more difficult

son, which is to be unveiled 
on the Jones County court 
house 
square 
Saturday Ap­ 
ril 20, is the artistic creation 
of a West Texas sculptress 
with a down to earth back­ 
ground sim ilar to that of the 
man to be honored in special 
celebration. She is Mrs. Joe 
(Juan Dell) Wade of Buffalo 
Springs Lake, Lubbock, Tex­ 
as, who is rapidly becoming 
famous for her sculpturing of 
historically oriented person­ 
alities. 


As a little girl on a Hock­ 
ley County farm in the 1930*5, 
Juan Dell grew up like most 
farm children. She has fond 
memories of those times, her 
homemade toys, the swims 
she 
took in one of the hun­ 
dreds of galvanized 
stock 
tanks 
that 
dot 
the South 
Plains of that part of Texas. 
She liked to climb to the top 
of the windmill that pumped 
the water into the tank at her 
home just to gaze across the 
vast expanse of the rangeland 
that 
composed part of the 
nearby XIT and Spade ranches. 
In the spring when it was 
warm, she enjoyed playing 
on the sand dunes which some­ 
times reached two-thirds of 


the way up on the cedar fence 
posts 
that 
enclosed 
the 
pastureland. There she spent 
countless hours building sand 
castles and drawing pictures 
in the West Texas blow sand. 
She now looks back on those 
early artistic endeavors 
as 
basic to her present interest 
and skill in the arts of paint­ 
ing 
and 
wax and bronze 
sculpturing. 
Mrs. Wade’s interest in art 
first led her into 
painting. 
In that field she gained con- 
• siderable training in oil paint­ 
ing. Then in 1968while spend­ 
ing the summer in Taos she 
lived in an apartment adjacent 
to a bronze foundry. With 
typical curiosity, she became 
interested in the foundry’s 
operation 
and 
in bronze 
sculpture, and by the end of 
the summer she had com­ 
pleted 
her 
first work 
in 
bronze, Shamon - "Medicine 
Man.” 


This experience opened a 
whole new life for the "sand 
dune artist,” who had been 
working with oil paints and 
wax. Bronze proved the ideal 
vehicle 
for 
portraying the 
strong, picturesque and fa­ 
mous characters of the past 
that had long intrigued her. 
Among the institutions cur- 


' rently displaying her work are 
the Indian museum in Santa 
Fe, the Buffalo Bill Museum 
in Cody, Wyoming and the Pan- 
handle-Plains 
Museum 
in 
Canyon. 
In 1969 the Wade family 
moved to Lubbock where Juan 
Dell has been busy fashion­ 
ing bronze busts, notable per­ 
sons, both past and present. 
Her busts of famous Indian 
leaders include Sitting Bull, 
Geronimo, Quanah 
Parker 
and Chief Joseph of the Nex 
Perce. Her characterizations 
are carefully researched both 
for detail and for historical 
accuracy. 


Her most recent creation 
in this field is a portrayal of 
.Texas Ranger 
Captain, Jack 
Hays, which was the official 
commemorative piece for the 
Texas Ranger sesquicenten­ 
nial in 1973. 
Prior to doing the bust of 
Congressman Burleson, Mrs. 
Wade completed a bronze bust 
of 
Congressman 
George 
Mahon which is being exhibited 
in the museum at Texas Tech 
University. She has also been 
commissioned to do a bronze 
of Congressman W. R. (Bob) 
Poage of Waco, and has be­ 
gun preliminary research for 
the Poage bust.

tubercular and because of his 
illness 
lived in sem i-isola­ 
tion, leaving much of the work 
and responsibilities on Mrs. 
Burleson and the sons, M ar­ 
cus, Elm er, Weldon and Omar. 
After 
his 
father 
and 
one 
brother died in 1918, opera­ 
tion of the 
farm became an 
even 
greater 
problem, es­ 
pecially after Marcus started 
a grocery store in Stamford 
and Elmer entered the arm y. 
Omar’s first schooling was 
at Newlight, one of the some 
30 sm all schools of Jones 
County that were later closed 
by consolidations. It was a 
one - room, one - teacher 
school, 
taught 
by 
Lucille 
M iller, who later became his 
sister-in-law , M rs. Marcus 
Burleson. 
After completing the sixth 
grade at Newlight, Omar en­ 
tered the Anson schools where 
he completed his high school 
education and met his future 
wife, Ruth DeWeese. He grad­ 
uated from Anson High School 
in 1924 before setting out to 
gain the necessary training 
to realize his ambition to 
become a lawyer. He attend­ 
ed Abilene Christian College 
one year, 1924-25 and Har- 
din-Simmons 
University two 
years, 1926-28. He changed 
to H-SU to play in the Cow­ 
boy Band which helped him 
get through college. 
After 
graduation 
from 
H-SU, the future Congress­ 
man went to Cumberland Un­ 
iversity Law School in Leban­ 
on, Tenn., “ because it was 
cheaper,” where he got his 
law degree in 1929. 


Returning to Texas with a 
law degree in hand, he hung 
out his shingle in Gorman. 
He and Ruth DeWeese m ar­ 
ried April 21, 1929 and af­ 
ter the Gorman law office 
proved 
unprofitable, 
they 
moved to Anson. Back in his 
home town, he entered the 
race for county attorney in 
1930 and was elected. 
He 
held the judgship from 1935 
through 1940. 
His first backset in his 
political career came during 
the last year as county judge 
of Jones County when he was 
defeated in a race for a seat 
in the State Senate, but that 
defeat led to a decision that 
carried him to the nation’s 
capital where he gained his 
first on the spot insight in the 
goings on outside his home 
county and state. He resigned 
the county judgship after the 
November, 1940, election, a 
few weeks before the term 
expired and went to Washing­ 
ton as an FBI agent. 
He spent a year and a half 
in the service of the FBI 
before deciding that it was no 
job for a homebody and re ­ 
signed 
to become secretary 
to Congressman Sam Ray­ 
burn of Stephenville, then the 
17th D istrict representative. 
That job in part of 1941 and 
1942 led to his decision to 
seek the congressional seat 
for himself when the time 
was right. He resigned from 
Rayburn’s 
staff to become 
general 
counsel 
for 
the 
National 
Capital 
Housing 
Authority for a brief time be­ 
fore entering the Navy. 
He served in Navy intelli­ 


gence, and later did sea duty 
aboard a minesweeper in the 
Pacific until the end of World 
War ll. 
Then, as he had hoped and 
expected, there was a vacancy 
for the 17th D istrict congres­ 
sional seat and he entered 
the race with seven other 
candidates. 
In the first prim ary of that 
1946 election, he led a fellow 
Jones Countian, Ted Miles of 
Stamford, by only 200 votes 
to go into the run-off with 
Bill Blanton of Albany, son of 
form er 
congressman 
from 
this district, Tom Blanton. 
Blanton led in the rough 
first 
prim ary 
with 
10,167 
votes to Burleson’s 8,621, but 
in the runoff Omar won by a 
decisive 28,854 to 22,154 for 
Blanton. 
Taking his seat in the U.S. 
House of Representatives for 
the first time in January 1947, 
at the age of 40, the form er 
ambitious 
farm 
boy 
from 
Jones County, now a freshm an 
congressm an, drew an assign- 
* 
ment 
to 
the 
House 
Ad­ 
m inistration Committee. He 
received a second committee 
assignment 
seat 
on 
the 
Foreign Affairs Committee in 
1949 and became chairman of 
the 
House 
Administration 
Committee in 1955. Both 
of 
those committee assignm ents 
were given 
up 
when he 
finally won the Way and Means 
Committee post in July 1968. 
He made a bid for the power­ 
ful 
Ways and 
Means Com­ 
mittee seat in 1966, but scored 
a near m iss when it came 
to a vote in the Democratic 
caucus 
January 
17, 1967, 
losing to Congressman Jacob 
Gilbert from New York. In 
the next go-round, July 30, 
1968, he won the coveted as­ 
signment. When he went to 
the Ways and Means Com- 
. mittee he had to resign all 
of his other commitee con­ 
nections. 
Aside from his post on the 
Ways and Means Committee, 
Burleson exercises a power­ 
ful influence in the House 
through 
a 
coalition 
group 
known 
as 
the Boll Weevil 
Club made up of conserva­ 
tive Democratic and Repub­ 
lican congressman. 
Burleson says that Time 
Magazine gave the coalition 
its name because most of 
the 
Dem ocrats were south­ 
erners. His connection and 
activity with this group, along 
with his political philosophy 
is related in the following 
exerpts from an 
interview 
with Abilene R eporter-News 
editor, 
Ed W iscamper. The 
interview was printed in that 
newspaper June 8, 1968: 
This coalition crosses party 
lines to support or oppose 
legislation, usually on 
the 
basis of fiscal policy. 


Burleson acknowledges that 
he still heads this coalition. 
He prefers to call himself 
“ coordinator of efforts.” 


He says there is no formal 
organization. Rather, it is a 
loosely knit group. 


“ When 
the more liberal 
philosophy 
came 
into pro­ 
minence,” he says, “ then and 
now, a group of Democrats 
holding to the conservative 
philosophy — I call it “ gravi­ 
tating together” - met 
to 
discuss 
legislation, whether 
to 
support or oppose it de­ 
pending on the nature of the 
bill, and to plan strategy and 
tactics.” 


When he went on the Ways 
and 
Means 
Committee, he 
called the group together and 
tried to resign as its head. 
He no longer had a committee 
room 
in 
which they could 
meet, he explained, since he 
had to give up chairmanship 
of Administration. But 
the 
Boll Weevils would not turn 
him loose. 
Burleson said the Demo­ 
crats and Republicans did not 
meet together. Rather, 
the 
Democrats met, decided their 
course, then Burleson went to 
the Republican leadership to 
see how many votes could be 
counted on from that camp. 
Burleson thinks this coali­ 


tion “ works for good govern­ 
ment.” He says on some con­ 
servative 
issues, 
he /a n 
m uster as many as 90 Demo­ 
cratic votes, but usually the 
average is from 52 to 60. 
In 
the 
Republican 
ranks, 
usually 163 conservatives can 
be counted out of the party 
total of 187. 
It takes 219 to win control 
in the House, with its 435 
m em bers. 
“ If we m uster our strength, 
we can control it,” Burleson 
declared. 
Burleson has accumulated 
numerous 
honors 
in 
his 
career, before and since going 
to Congress. 
But the one in which he takes 
most pride is that with which 
he closed the interview - the 
honorary doctor of law degree 
awarded at the Ilardin-Sim- 
mons University spring com­ 
mencement in 1967. 
“ I am very proud of that,” 
he said. 
He has also been especially 
appreciative of the fact that 
he and Ruth were called back 
to their hometown in 1960 to 
receive the outstanding man 
and woman of the year plaques 
at a Chamber of Commerce 
banquet.

Far Flung 17th District 


Spread From 12 Counties 


The 
bulging 
17th Con­ 
gressional D istrict has grown 
since 1946 from the original 
12 counties 
in West Central 
Texas 
to a 6 -county wide 
expanse extending from the 
lower South Plains through 
Cooke County in North Tex­ 
as. 
When Omar 
Burleson took 
his seat in Congress in Jan­ 
uary, 1947, the district com­ 
posed of Fisher, Nolan, Jones, 
Taylor, Shackelford, Calla­ 
han, Stephens, Eastland, Palo 
Pinto, Erath and 
Comanche 
counties, 
had 
a population 
slightly 
under 
the 244,640 
shown in the official census 
of 1950. Currently, following 
changes in 1955, 1965, 1967 
and 
1972, the district con­ 
sists of 33 counties which 
showed a total population of 
466,432 in the 1970 census. 
The sprawling district now 
contains 30,000 square m iles 
representing 11.5 per cent of 
the total area of Texas. 
The first increase, in 1955, 
added 
Scurry 
and 
Parker 
counties to the original 12 
counties. 
Ten years later, 
1965, the district lost Scurry 
and Parker but took on 12 


other 
counties. They were 
Haskell, 
Throckmorton, Ho­ 
ward, 
Mitchell, 
Glasscock, 
Sterling, Coke, San Saba, Run­ 
nels, Coleman, Brown 
and 
Mills. 
In 1967 Burnet, Llano, Ma­ 
son and Menard became part 
of the 17th D istrict. More 
changes in 1972 gave the dis­ 
trict the present boundaries 
after 15 counties and part of 
four other counties were cut 
out of the district and IO 
counties and portions of two 
counties were added. 
Counties lost early in 1972 
included 
Hamilton, 
Mills, 
Lam pasas, 
Burnet, Llano, 
Mason, Menard, Concho, Run­ 
nels, 
Coke, 
Sterling 
and 
Glasscock. Added at the same 
tim e were Scurry, Borden, 
Garza, Kent, Stonewall, Cros­ 
by, Floyd, Young, Jack, Wise, 
Montague and Cook. Then in 
June of 1972, San Saba, Mc­ 
Cullough and Brown counties 
and portions of Coleman, Co­ 
manche, Erath and Cooke were 
cut out and part of Parker and 
all of Dawson County were 
added. The accompanying map 
shows the D istrict in its pre­ 
sent size and shape. 


A MAN MUST STAND TALL to survey and respond wisely 
to the needs, wishes and demands of a population of nearly 
500,000 in a 30,000 square mile area of a rapidly developing 
section of the State of Texas. That is the challenge that 
daily confronts Omar Burleson, who has successively been 
chosen for the past 27 years to serve as the United States 
Congressman from the sprawling 17th D istrict, which now 
includes thirty-three counties. His long tenure would indicate 
that a majority of the d istrict’s electorate feel that he has 
met the challenge well.
